• THE SCHOOL OF Engineer- 
ing ami Applied Science is plan- 
ning its annual open house in 
Conjunction with National Engi- 
neering Week, Feb. 18-23. Engi- 
neering Week provides an oppor- 
tunity for the public to visit the 
School of Engineering and gain 
an insight into a career in en- 


O UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 
elected sue Student Council mem- 
bers by comfortable margins, vot- 
ed no on two opinion sampling 
questions and produced a race tie 
vote In the Engineering School. 

Paul Schwab won the first con- 
tested Presidential race since 
1960, over Woodruff Bentley, 676- 
340. ' 

In other campus-wide elections, 
Elliott Swift defeated Allan Gold- 
berg by 88 votes to become pub- 
licity director and John Dlesem 
polled almost 40 percent of the 
votes in a four-way race for mem- 
ber-at-large. 

Victor Clark defeated two op- 
ponents for Lower Columbian 
College Representatives, following 
a strong campaign that featured 
a pledge to change the operation 
of the Student Book Store. 

Dennis Jones won the Govern- 
ment School election by five votes 
over Joel Rosenberg. The Phar- 
macy School, voting in the gen- 
eral election for the first time, 
elected Lance Berkowitz, as 29 of 
41 pharmacy students voted. 

The Engineering School race 
between Richard linger and Vy- 
tas Tamils ended in a 54-54 tie, 
and is expected to be decided in 
a run-off election. 

The Activities Fee referendum 
was defeated, 522-394, and a so- 
called "straw vote” on the election 
of HATCHET editors was beaten, 
674-310. 

Other members of the new 
Council, elected without opposi- 
tion, were: Vice President, Linda 
Sennett; Secretary, Lillian Capa- 
reil; Treasurer, Jerry Chizever; 
Comptroller, Eric Rubin; Advo- 
cate, Dirk Gnodde; Program Di- 
rector, Bernard Levies; Student 
Union Board Chairman, Stephen 
Schaeffer; Activities Director, 
Stephen Baer; Freshman Direc- 
tor, William McAdams; Upper 
Columbian College Representative, 
Michael Steinman; and Educa- 
tion School Representative, Deb- 
orah Coiner. Law and Medicine 
School Representatives will be 
elected later. 

Petitioning closed Feb. 1, with 
no candidates from the Educa- 
tion School. When petitioning re- 
opened Feb. 4, Miss Coiner was 
the only candidate. 

The' election, moved up to Feb- 
ruary by the 1962-63 Council, 
produced the fewest number of 
contested officers, seven, and the 
second smallest voter turnout, 
1103, In the past flve years. 

Mike Steinman, one of the un- 
opposed candidates, said the elec- 
tion wa% a “farce” and called on 
the new Council to “do something 
to raise its own prestige on cam- 
pus." 

Last year, 1577 students voted, 
and the four-year average since 
1959 has been 1525 each year. 

Dean of Men Dr. Paul V. Bis- 
sell said last year's turnout was

Justice White was the first of 
President's Kennedy's appoints 
ments to the Nation's highest 
tribunal.

Justice Tom Clark was 
an assistant to the Attorney Gen- 
eral before he became Attorney 
General.

Judge 
Bastian is also a trustee of the 
University.

Activities Point Index . . . 

• THE MORTAR BOARD Activities Point Index now in the 
process of adoption by campus organizations combats a prob- 
lem which has long .typified this campus. 

Every year there emerges some "super” female leader — 
an exceptionally capable individual who in addition to a high 
academic standing is able in her senior year to chair several 
of the. most important student organizations. As Mortar 
Board President Linda Nusbaum has pointed out, when a girl 
holds too many offices at the same time, she can only do a 
"Competent job, not a creative one.” Under the Activities Point 
Index, a thoroughly researched valuation has been placed on 
every position of responsibility a woman student may hold on 
campus. 

In agreeing to cooperate with the API, as three-fourths 
of the organizations responding have, the officers are com- 
mitted to voluntarily limiting their activities . load, thus allow- 
ing them to make a more significant contribution in those 
areas in which they may excell. 

The HATCHET hopes that those organizations which as 
yet have failed to approve the Activities Point Index, and 
especially the Student Council before which it will come 
Wednesday night, will soon do so. 

Campaign Promises . . . 

• THE NEWLY ELECTED Student Council, which takes 
office Wednesday night, has an opportunity to follow through 
on some worthwhile tentative steps made by its predecessor 
and to initiate several new* policies to better student life. Cam- 
paign promises should not be forgotten as mere election propa- 
ganda; they should become blueprints for improving student 
activities. 

The Council should pursue the start made toward the 
Metropolitan Inter-Collegiate Council formed by the six-area 
universities. This group can help the Student Council gain dis- 
counts for University students at major District businesses, 
and the Student Council should push in the inter-university 
group’s meetings to follow up promising steps- toward ex- 
change of library facilities among the colleges. 

The past Council made feeble Steps toward a policy of 
financially reimbursing holders of some of the major campus 
offices; the new body should follow through with these tenta- 
tive beginnings and bring the plans to fruition. / 

The Council furthermore sHSuld attempt to keep the li- 
brary open later during examination periods. The orientation 
program should be significantly strengthened because the 
freshman director has been elected in time to plan a program 
which he will be in office to carry out. 

Finally, the Council ought to^pursue past attempts to 
establish a full-time ticket window where tickets for all Uni- 
versity events can be purchased. This would greatly help 
improve attendance at these functions. 

The HATCHET expects the Council members to live up to 
their campaign commitments. 

Student Directory . . 

• NAMES AND ADDRESSES of students registered for the 
past Fall semester will be available in the Student Directory 
by the third week of spring classes. After a semester of going 
to the Registrar's Office for phone numbers of University 
students, it will be a welcome change to have the names in 
readily-accessable form, even though the book will not contain 
addresses of those who moved or dropped out of school since 
Fall Registration. 

Production of the Directory has been characterized by 
lack of communications and needless delay. Allowing the 
three weeks necessary for the Registrar’s Office to run off the 
names onto a useable list after Registration and two weeks 
for the printer to put out the book, the Directory could have 
been on sale by early November, when a registry of Fall 
semester students would really have been of some use. 

But, though representatives of the Directory staff haunt- 
ed the Registrar's Office every day while the list was being 
made up, no one came to pick up the list for two weeks after 
it was finally ready. Even then it was in a form unuseable 
for the printer and had to be rerun. Coply did not reach the 
printer until the beginning of his Christmas rush, delaying the 
production of the book still further. And art for the cover 
did not go in until last Tuesday. - 

Improved communications between the Directory staff 
and the Registrar’s office could have produced a Fall Direc- 
tor wh en it should come out* during the Fall semester. The 
HATCHET hope that next year’s staff will be more efficient, 
than this year’s in putting out a Directory within a reason- 
able period of time.

Mexicans Attend Airlie Meeting

• LATIN AMERICA USED to 
exist lor North Americans in the 
composite form of a single image 
—the little man who divided his 
time between sleeping in the sun 
and overthrowing his government. 
We are seeing the gradual demise 
of that image and its replacement 
by the realization that somewhere 
behind the haze of misconception 
are the people of Latin America. 

About .three weeks ago, some 
of them came groping through— 
to see for themselves if U.S. citi- 
zens were always to be found 
wearing Bermuda shorts and dark 
glasses and carrying cameras. 

Eighteen university students from 
Mexico, 16 boys and two girls, 
traveled cross-country, visiting 
college campuses and major cities, 
watching and being watched. Dur- 
ing the tour they served to correct 
our mutual images, startling slug- 
gish patterns of thought, or, at 
minimum, presenting an oppor- 
tunity for direct contact. 

The idea for the tour originated 
last summer with President Ken- 
nedy's visit to Mexico. He met 
and talked with several student 
leaders and subsequently suggest- 
ed that-eome of them be invited 
to the United States. Operating 
out of the American Embassy in 
Mexico, John Scafe, the repre- 
sentative for USIS, (United States 
Information Agency outside the 
bonders of the U.S.) arranged for 
the selection of outstanding stu- 
dents from universities throughout 
Mexico. The tour itself was 
planned by the National Social 


Welfare Assembly and the Bureau 
of Educational and Cultural Af- 
fairs 'of the State Department. 
On Jan. 18, the students arrived 
in Los Angeles where their fast- 
paced itinerary began. They got 
at least a fleeting look at San 
Francisco, Denver, Santa Fe, Las 
Vegas, Albuquerque, Chicago, In- 
dianapolis, Richmond (Indiana), 
New York, and Washington, D C. 
They met their northern counter- 
parts at Stanford University and 
the University of Southern Ssli-

In Washington there was the 
tourist-gamut of Memorials, the 
: National Gallery qf Art, Smiths- 
■ onian, House and Senate, White 
House, the F.B.I. and the Pan 
American Union. They spoke with 
Vice-President Lyndon Johnson 
and participated in - a three-day 
seminar at Airlie House in War- 


renton, Va., sponsored by the Uni- 
versity’s College of General Stud- 
ies. 

And, finally, there was an in- 
terview with two HATCHET re- 
porters trying to show off their 
nascent Spanish. 

' The students interviewed by the 
HATCHET were nearing the com- 
pletion of their university rtnflfau 
and knew what they wanted, io 
do after graduation. Most of them 
planned to take afPhctiv? part 
in the future development of Mex- 
ico by serving as doctors, lawyers, 
and teachers. One girl was study- 
ing philosophy for its own sake. 

An intriguing comparlaoa 
brought to light by the discussion 
was the organization of the uni- 
versity system in Mexico. Most at 
the professors are paid' by the 
government, which exerts a sig- 
nificant influence over the schools 
and Ib making large-scale efforts 
to expand the opportunities for 
education throughout the country. 
' The adult education and rural 
education programs were cited by 
those students who planned event- 
ually to take part In them. They 
pointed out that many times the 
classrooms used by elementary 
school children during the morn- 
ings are occupied by their par- 
, ents in the afternoon. This points 
up the government’s new program 
of practical adult education. t 
A reciprocal trip by American 
students has not yet been planned, 
but the visitors expressed the be- 
lief that such a trip would at least 
prove as valuable as theirs did to 
them.

An explanation by Mortar 
Board President Linda Nijsbaum 
of the purpose and mechanics of 
the Activity Point Index follows: 

The Activity Point Index is In- 
tended to serve as a stimulus to 
and a guide for the equal distri- 
bution of leadership opportunities 
among women on campus. Rela- 
tive point values are assigned to 
campus offices on the basis of 
time required to handle each posi- 
tion effectively. A maximum num- 
ber of pofnts (12) for any one 
girl would indicate that she holds 
as many positions simultaneously 
as she should in fairness to her- 
self and others. 

The self-imposed 12 point limit 
encourages each girl to do a su- 
perior job in the offices she holds, 
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a I SINCERELY WANT to thank 
the many friends and fellow stu- 
dents who aided and supported 
me in this past campaign period. 
Particularly, I want to thank 
Clifford Steams for his able as- 
sistance as my campaign man- 
ager.

The evaluations 
by Mortar Board are subject, to 
revision at any time an organiza- 
tion may feel that such revision 
will result in a ' more accurate 
reflection of its officer’s respon- 
sibilities. ... v , : 

In order tor the Activity Point 
Index to operate successfully, at 
least three-fourths of the campus 
organizations having women 
members must agree to cooper- 
ate in the program. ’’Cooperation" 
involves acceptance by the group's 
voting membership for each of 
Its officers of the cumulative 12 
point activity limit. . > ■ . 

"Cooperation” implies partici- 
pation on a level comparable to 
that of an honor system. Groups 
and their individual members 
morally bind themselves to fulfill 
the agreement. 

Each Individual’s Activity Point 
Index will be determined by add- 
ing the point value for all offices 
held during one “activity year” 
(from spring to spring semester). 
The Index will be computed anew 
every spring semester. Although 
there may be a brief period of 
overlap, points from one "activity 
year” will not count toward the 
next year’s Index. The agreement 
is to be accepted for the time 
between re-evaluation by Mortar 
Board. 

Every organization will submit 
to Mortar Board a list of new 
officers. These lists will be cross- 
referenced by names of individual 
students to determine each stu- 
dent's Activity Point Index. When 
a student exceeds the 12 point 
limit, she will be asked by Mor- 
tar Board to consider, in con- 
junction with the organizations 
involved, the advisability of re- 
linquishing an office or offices. The 
system would thus encourage fu- 
ture leaders to plan ahead— 
■ working toward the top positions 
in the few organizations where 


they can make the-;njoet ^signifi- 
cant contributions. ZSS '.'Jz: 

To facilitate poiqfc&strfbulion, 
all organizations aw placed’ into 
one of three categories based on 
the time required of their officers 
during the academic year. Presi- 
dents would automatically receive 
the highest number of points tor 
their group. Other offices are In- 
dividually evaluated. In Group I, 
those activities with maximum 
time requirements, officers re- 
ceive 6, 5, or 4 points; in Group 
II, those with average time re- 
quirements, officers receive S, 4, 
or 3 points; and in Group HI,* 
those with minimum time re- 
quirements, Officers receive 4, 3, 
and 2 points. Exceptions are the 
Student Council President, and 
HATCHET and Cherry Tree Edi- 
tors, who receive 8 points.

dent. But, he said, this year’s 
election "might have lost some- 
thing since there were no rallies.

The University rented voting 
machines from Snyder and Son 
Oo., of Baltimore, for the first 
time. Dr. Bissell said the money 
came from the general Univer- 
sity treasury and were rented to 
Maryland and Howard Univer- 
sities for student elections. 

Mrs. Jane Snyder Alban, who 
spent two 12-hour days in Wood- 
hull A supervising the election, 
said, "There wasn’t too much ex- 
citement, not even a loud word 
out of anybody." ^ 

* No Major Tie-upo 

Mrs. Alban said there were no 
major tie-ups at any of the five 
machines, although a number of 
students needed instruction on 
how to get in, vote, and get out 
again. She estimated 90 percent 
of the students had never voted 
on machines. 

Dr. Bissell said that because of 
the machines the election was "a 
thousand percent better than any- 
thing I saw last year." He said 
no votes were invalidated. Last 
year, due to the write-in, 393 
paper ballots for president were 
not allowed. 

Dr. Bissell said one machine 
was set aside for part-time and 
graduate students, (knitting the 
Activities Fee question. He said 
this group cast 80 votes of some 
8000 eligibles. 

"This shows, what I’ve been 
saying all along; they could care 
less," he said.
